NO NEWS AT WASHINGTON.

WASHINGTON, May 6.—After an- 
other day of waiting in the Navy and 
State departments, the doors were 
again closed in the evening without a 
word from Commodore Dewey, or any 
other reliable source, as to what hap- 
pened at Manila after the battle.

CLOSE OF THE REICHSTAG 


SIGNIFICANT UTTERANCES IN THE 
SPEECH FROM THE THRONE. 


Emperor William Says Germany 
Will Falfill Its Duties as a Neu- 
tral Nation, but German Com-. 
merce Must Be Protected, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

BERLIN,.Mey 6.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The ceremony of closing the ses- 
sion of the Reichstag took place today 
in the white hall of the royal castle. 

The ceremony was as brilliant as 
usual, and was attended by the high 
military and naval authorities and the 
high state officials. Emperor William, 
Wearing the uniform of the Imperial 
Guards, and surrounded by the princes 
now in Berlin and by a brilliant staff, 
read the speech from the throne, which 
was frequently cheered. The Emperor, 
in the speech from the throne, after 
referring to the fruitful legislative re- 
sults of the session, including the in- 
creases of the army and navy, “where- 
by the peaceful security of the empire 
and an increased guarantee of the 
maintenance of European pcace has 
been assured,’ emphasized the pacific 
character of the German foreign pol- 
icy, “while at the same time vigor- 
ously protecting German rights.” 

Referring to the war between Spain 
ane the United States, His Majesty 
: 

“The government will fully fulfill 
the duties involved by its neutral posi- 
tion, but, on the other hand, will pro- 
tect, so far as possible, German navi- 
gation and commerce from molestation 
or injury.” 

In regard to 
the Emperor said: 


the Chinese question, 
“The dispatch cf a 
squadron to Kiaochau to demard 
atonement for the biood of German 
missionaries, made it possible to sat- 
isfy our long-cherished and fully just 
desire to obtain foctholds in Eastern 
Asia, capable of commercial develop- 
ment and military defense. This has 
been accomplished by a friendly un- 
derstanding with China and without a 
disturbance of the relations between 
Germany and other states.” 

After alluding. to the settlement of 
the Greek finances, the speech said it 
was the earnest endeavor of the Em- 
peror and his federal allies to promote 
the economic development of the em- 
pire, mitigate the burdens of agricul- 
ture and assure the security and ex- 
pansion of trade and navigation. 

His Majesty concluded with thank- 
ing the Reichstag for the discharge of 
its “important duties.’’

RIOT RAMPS AND RAVES, 


Discords in Spain Threaten to Break 
Into Civil War. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, May 6.—A special to 
the Journal and Advertiser from Ma- 
drid, says that riot still ramps and 
raves through Spain and continually 
threatens to break into a revolutionary 
war. More and more, it is apparent 
that the Sagasta ministry is afraid to 
act. The mobs are temporized with 
where it is feared that shooting will 
lead to a most serious disturbance. 

In Gijon, province of Oviedo, the kill- 
ing of women by the troops during the 
rioting of the fisherwomen and tobacco 
girls, has caused a tremendous demon- 
stration. The civil guard has joined the 
rioters, many of the guards having 
sweethearts ~ among the disaffected 
women, 

The octroi duties were merely an ex- 
cuse for the outburst. The price of 
bread and the interference with the 
tobacco work was enough to start the 
women, but the men were incited by 
agitators who are working for the 
downfall of the government, and the 
Gijon massacre, instead of putting 
iy the riot, has increased its vio- 
ence, 

Cries against the throne are open. 
Mutterings of revenge against the sol- 
diery are on all lips. One party of 
rioters has attacked the Casa Blanca 
and almost demolished it. The infan- 
try fears to venture from the barracks.

This great 
throng fired the railroad depot and 
threw dynamite into the quartel. They 
then started for Cartagena, the war 
port. 

Troops were hurried to meet them. 
The angy rioters refused to disperse 
and withstood several volleys. before 
they ran. The police place the dead 
and wounded at more than fifty, in- 
cluding many women. The ringleaders 
rallied the mob and began _ shouting, 
“Give us Weyler or Don Carlos!" They 
gathered again and gave battle to the 
soldiers. 

At last accounts, the troops were on 
the defensive and reénforcements were 
being hurried to their support. Mar- 
tial law has been proclaimed in Car- 
tagena itself, but the authorities are 
powerless to prevent gatherings and in- 
cendiary speeches. One crowd from the 
Parque Central stoned the house of the 
Mayor, and looted a store where sup- 
plies for the navy were housed. 


IN THE CORTES, 


War Intentions of the Government 
Carefully Concealed. 
fASSOCLATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

MADRID, May 6, 8 p.m.—In the Sen- 
ate today, Sefior Puigierver refused 
any explanations as to the war inten- 
tions of the government. In reply 
whether measures had been taken in 
view of the industrial crisie due to 
the diminution of the stock of coal, he 
said the government was inquiring 
into the question, and, if necessary, 
would prevent the exportation of coal. 

In Congress, Sefior Capdepon, Min- 
ister of the Interior, asked the depu- 
ties to suspend judgment as to the 
Manila engagement until detailed re- 
ports had been received. 

THRONE NOT TO BLAME. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

MADRID, May 6, 10 p.m.—In Con- 
gress Sefior Moret, Minister for the 
Colonies,.in.a speech regarded as thie 
best in his political Career,and' re- 
peatedly interrupted by enthusiastié 
cheering, insisted that the throne, 


“occupied by only a young and prom- 
ising monarch, and afterward by his 
widow and child, must not be blamed 
for the policy of different govern- 
ments.’’ The responsibility existed, he 
declared, as the burden of all and 
each should bear his share, instead of 
trying to shift the blame to a neighbor. 
He defended autonomy as “granted to 
Cuba,” generously, under the friendly 
advice of the powers, in order to de- 
prive the Americans of a pretext to 
foment discontent and rebellion. 

Autonomy, he maintained, had 
achieved consideration and improved 
the economic situation. He pointed, as 
a proof of its success above all others, 
to the “loyal friendship and assistance 
of the Cubans in the present war 
against the United States.” 

With regard to the question of un- 
preparedness, Sefior Moret candidly 
confessed that he had not believed un- 
til the very last that war would come, 
as he considered the Americans were 
“incapable of attacking Spain without 
the slightest cause,” but, “when con- 
Vinced that the United States was 
bent upon despoiling Spain, then, with 
the entire Cabinet. he seriously pre- 
pared to repel an unjust attack, pur- 
chasing and fitting out warships and 
procuring war material, irrespective of 
cost.” resolving to “meke a strong 
Stand, and converting a peace-loving 
people into a warlike Cabinet.” 

Sefior Moret resumed his seat amid 
thunders of applause, Deputies crowd- 
ing around him, loading him with con- 
sratulations. 

Sefior Cassett, editor of the Impar- 
cial, withdrew his proposal for the im- 
peachment of Admiral Bermejo, the 
Minister of Marine, and Admiral Be- 
ranger, Minister of Marine in the Cab- 
inet of the late Sefior Canovas. 

Admiral Bermejo, in reply to a ques- 
tion, expressed the opinion that “it 
ought to have been possible to have re- 
pulsed the Americans at Manila.” 

Seflor Moret challenged a direct vote 
of confid«nce, declaring that the gov- 
ernment would resign if it were not 


carried. 
EXPECTED AT PORTO RICO. 
Preparations for Receiving the 


Spanish Cape Verde Fleet. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, May 6.—A special-from 
San Juan, Porto Rico, says that prep- 
arations are being made there for the 
reception of the Spanish Cape Verde 
fleet, the arrival of which is expected 
almost momentarily. The only warship 
now in the harbor of San Juan is the 
Isabella, the harbor having been 
cleared of non-combatants to make 
room for the anchorage of the Cape 
Verde fleet. All merchantmen have 
been pulled up under the protection of 
the hills, fearing a bombardment by the 
American fleet.

They say also 
that there are 12,000 Spanish troops in 
jrand Canaria alone under Gen. Su- 
gara. Every Spaniard and Canarian 
had been pressed into the service, and 
the business of the fruit packing was 
left to the women. .

Pettigrew’s amendment would result in 
reducing the compensation of the rail- 
roads $6,000,000 without any evidencc 
as to the results or righteousness of the 
action.

Mr. Pettigrew maintained, in the 
course of ag analysis of the mail and 
express statistics, that the government 
paid ten times as much for transporta- 
tion of its mails as the express com- 
panies paid for the trangportation of 
their matter.

Mr. Shallenberger was 
an honest man, he believed, but he had 
been imposed upon by subordinates in 
the department who held their places 
through railroad influence in the lart 
two administrations. No better offi- 
cials could be obtained ‘“‘until every one 
of these fellows were turned out and 
a new crop put in.” 

At the conclusion of Mr. Pettigrew’s 
speech, Mr. Quay had the pending bill 
temporarily laid aside in order that a 
bill for the establishment of postoffices 
in the military posts or camps might 
be considered immediately. 

A communication from Postmaster- 
General Smith was read. It requested 
that the proposed measure be made an 
amendment to the Postoffice Bill, but 
Mr. Quay expressed the belief that it 
would be better to pass as a separate 
measure. 

Upon the objection of Mr. Pasco of 
Florida the bill went over. 

Consideration of the Postoffice Ap- 
propriation Bill was then resumed. 

Mr. Faulkner of West Virginia pre- 
sented a strong argument against the 
Pettigrew amendment, which, he de- 
clared, would destroy many of the 
railroads in his own State, fully one.- 
third of those in the Southefn States, 
and many throughout the country. 

Mr. Quay moved that, when the Sen- 
ate adjourned today, it be to meet on 
Monday next. 
to. Unanimous consent was then given 
that the final vote on the bill should 
be taken before adjournment on Mon- 
day. 

Mr. Hawley of Connecticut, chair- 
man of the Military Affairs Committee, 
presented a House bill to increase the 
number of surgeons in the United 
States army by fifteen, and in emer- 
gencies giving the Secretary of War 
authority to appoint as many contract 
surgeons as may be necessary, the sal- 
ary of each not to exceed $150 a month. 
The bill was passed.

POPE LEO’S ADVICE. 


MOST IMPORTANT EVENT SINCE 
THE BATTLE OF MANILA. 


Power ef the Church Will Be Ex- 
erted to Persuade the Spanish 
Government to Abandon Its At- 
titude of Defiance. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES A ad 

NEW YORK, May 7.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A London special to the 
Journal says. ‘“‘The Pope's advice to 
the Queen Regent to immediately ask 
the mediation of Europe is the most 
important event since the battle of 
Manila. I have positive knowledge that 
the message from the Vatican to the 
royal palace at Madrid will result in a 
conference between the Pope and at 
least two European powers. 

“Day before yesterday a4 special 
courier from the Emperor of Austria 
arrived at the Vatican with a personal 
message from the Emperor to the 
Pope, urging the Vatican to initiate a 
movement for mediation. The request 
was made with the knowledge of the 
Queen Regent. All the power of the 
church will now be exerted to per- 
suade the Spanish government to aban- 
don its attitude of defiance and accept 
the good offices of Europe. 

“Private and reliable advices from 
Rome state that the Pope does not 
consider it advisable or practicable to 
communicate with the United States 
on the subject of peace or mediation.” 

QUEEN REGENT HALTING.

NEW YORK, May 7.—[Exclusive 
Disnatch.]

“Anti-British sentiment is running 
so ‘high in Southern Spain that Gib- 
raltar people are afraid to cross the 
frontier and the strictest surveillanee 
is enforced. At Cadiz there is terrific 
excitement over the Manila disaster, 
the populace are breathing smoke and 
flame against all foreigners. 

“The rumor of the American plan to 
send the squadron to attack the Cana- 
ries is causing great excitement in ra- 
val circles. No warship is afloat here, 
but one miserable steamer being con- 
verted into a cruiser. The authorities 
are awaiting the arrival of three Ital- 
ian steamers to be converted into cruis- 
ers. Orders have been received from 
Madrid to push the work with utmost 
dispatch.” 

“Port: Comandant Gomerez says the 
Cape Verde fleet headed out west north- 
west. He explained that when the fleet 
was well out to sea, it would steer 
west southwest. The whole maneuver 
is believed here to be a feint. The 
fleet will probably take a due westerly 
course, to intercept the North Atlantic 
squadron, and if the latter be not 
sighted, will steam past Porto Rico 
in an endeavor to cut the Key West 
cable, and then engage the squadron 
blockading Cuba, endeavoring to cover 
the landing of reinforcements.” 


WARSHIPS SHOWING NO FLAG.

shortly with a large force, aided by 
Americans. There is no immediate 
prospect of a revolution being started 
by the natives. 

The gravest danger lies in the local 
uprisings of starving laborers, who are 
unable to pay the exorbitant prices de- 
manded for food. The suffering among 
the people is terrible. A general famine 
is feared. This is causing frequent 
spasmodic outbreaks in the interior. 
Organization and energetic leaders 
are lacking to constitute a formidable 
movement. So far the rioters have 
been readily pacified by a distribution 
of food. 

The coast is patrolled day and night 
by a detachment of troops on the look- 
out for an American fleet and filibus- 
ters. The entrance to the harbor of 
San Juan, which is narrow, has re- 
ceived additional protection by the 
sinking of the Cristobal Colon in the 
center of the channel. This vessel is 
loaded with mines. 

Several pieces of artillery have afe 
rived on the merchantman troopship 
Alfonso XII. Men are working night 
and day to place the artillery in posi- 
tion. From the bay, the town looks to 
be deserted. No sign of life can be 
seen on the streets. It is reported that 
French liners will discontinue calling 
at San Juan until the termination of 
the war. 

An order has been issued, putting all 
oil under government guard, so as to 
prevent a eneral conflagration in 
case of bombardment. English ves- 
sels are discharging coal here. There 
are about 4000 tons on board. Porto 
Ricans are under the impression that 
the Spaniards won a splendid victory 
at Manila. Banks refuse to sell drafts, 
and the currency of the island is de- 
preciating rapidly.

WATER SPOUTS AND TORNADOES 


Face of Nature Washed and Gale- 
awept in Arkansas.

LITTLE ROCK (Ark.,) May 6.—A 
special from Van Buren, Ark., says: 
“Water spouts and tornadoes have 
played havoc here and done hundreds 
of thousands of dollars worth of dam- 
age. Three houses were blown down 
at Rudy, eight miles east of here, last 
night, and it is reported that Winslow 
is entirely gone. 

Two bridges on the ’Frisco Railroad 
over Clear Creek have been swept away 
and the road abandoned. Their trains 
have run for two days around via Clair- 
more, I. T., and down the Kansas and 
Arkansas Valley Railroad, but the lat- 
ter had a two-mile washout, and Van 
Buren is now cut off entirely save by.

The Arkansas River is twenty-five 
miles wide in places and is now four 
inches higher than it was in 1892, which 
was the tighest on record. All faSt 
night boats were busy in the bottoms 
rescuing the inhabitants. Thousands 
were rescued and it is feared that many 
have been lost. Rain is falling in tor- 
rents and the end is not in sight. 

RIVERS ON A RAMPAGE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

LITTLE ROCK (Ark.,) May 6.—The 
Arkansas River is on a rampage and 
has left its banks, doing incalculable 
damage to property and causing the 
loss of an unknown number of lives. 
The situation is growing worse every 
hour. 

The Verdigris and Illinois are rush- 
ing in great torrents into the Arkan- 
sas. At Van Buren, miles of country 
are inundated, farms in some instances 
being eight feet under water. Several 
farmhouses have been swept about Lit- 
tle Rock and in one instance an entire 
family was drowned. 

Below the city the situation is very 
alarming, and many big cotton plan- 
tations have already sustained heavy 
damage. A boat sent down the river to 
rescue the people living along the river 
below Pine Bluff was unable to make 
the return trip. About 100 people were 
rescued.

TROOPS ON 


LACK OF VARIETY IN FOOD 
CAUSES SICKNESS. 


Health Conditions So Bad Some 
Miners Will Probably Die Be- 
fore They Can Leave. 


—— - 


MANY NEW BUILDINGS BEGUN. 


LUMBER RUINOUSLY HIGH AND 
NAILS IMPOSSIBLE TO GET. 


Considerable Speculation in Dumps. 
Several Hawe Made Fortunes in 
Them—Rich Bench Claims 
Found. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

TACOMA (Wash.,) May 6.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] William Newton has 
arrived from Dawson, having started 
out April 2. He has little 'to say him- 
self, but brought out letters which 
detail the conditions at Dawson up to 
the time he left. 

When he left Dawson it was suffer- 
ing from an epidemic of scurvy, caused 
by improper food, or, rather, lack of 
variety in diet. The hospital was 
crowded with patients, and others were 
sick in cabins. Health conditions are 
worse than ever before, and no doubt 
exists that many deaths will occur be- 
fore the miners are able to take the 
river steamers to civilization. 

This feeling is so general that dozens 
would come out overland, if certain 
they could reach tidewater safely at 
this season. March was unusually 
warm in the Klondike country, and the 
snow melted rapidly. Bare ground 
Was expected by April 15. Cc. C. 
Pagett, writing on March 29, says many 
new buildings were being started. 

Lumber was hard to get at $150 per 
thousand, and dressed lumber at $250. 
It was impossible to obtain nails, $4 
and $5 per pound being the lowest 
price quoted for eight and tenpenny. 
Wooden pegs were being used instead. 
From twelve to fifteen horses have sur- 
vived the winter, and their owners are 
earning big money hauling logs. Many 
dog teams are engaged in the same 
work. 

With continued good weather, the 
washing of dumps was to commence 
about April 20. Food prices were very 
high, flour $50 per sack, lard $5 per 
pound, butter $3 per pound, and other 
provisions $1.50. 

Very few had anything to sell. Real 
estate prices were also skyward. Two 
front street lots near the old opera- 
house site, brought $40,000 in March. 
Prices of all unsold lots have been 
raised $100 to $1000 each. 

Considerable speculating is going on 
in buying and selling “dumps,” large 
numbers already having changed hands 
several times. Last year several made 
good fortunes by buying “dumps” be- 


fore the clean-up, and washing them 
out themselves. 

Winnie Hopkins and Fred Carter of 
Tacoma are among the lucky ones, 
having found very rich pay dirt in a 
bench claim as high as the fourth tier 
in Skookum Gulch. They will come out 
this summer with from $20,000 to $30,- 
000 each. 


RICHEST QUARTZ CLAIM 


YET. 


Immense Find in Vicinity of Old 
Cariboo Road. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

VANCOUVER (B. C.,) May 6.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] The richest quartz 
claim ever located in British Columbia 
has been located by a prospector named 
McAdam, who was out for some local 
people. He has returned with numer- 
ous specimens of extremely rich ore, 
and, what is better, has with him a 
report of Mr. Wanchope, M.E., an en- 
gineer of good standing both in Great 
Britain and Australia. 

It is to the effect that at least one of 
his discoveries is the largest and rich- 
est which has ever come under the 
notice of this engineer. This find is in 
the vicinity of the old Cariboo road, 
and is described as an immense body 
of quartz, averaging about fifty feet in 
width, traceable for more than a mile, 
and assaying $50 to $100 in gold values. 

Other new and favorable-looking 
finds are reported, principally in cop- 
per-bearing veins. Numbers of pros- 
pectors are crowding their way up the 
mountains in the wake of the fast-re- 
ceding snow, and the entire district 
presents an appearance of a very 
healthy activity.

Officers and Men of the Fleet Anx- 
ious to Move Against the Enemy. 
The Hornet Has a Little Busine-s 
at Matanzas.

DISPATCH BOAT KATE SPENCER, 
off Havana, May 6.—[{Wired from Key 
West.) The blockade of the Cuban 
ports by the warships of the United 
States is as effective as ever. No ves- 
sel has entered one of the blockaded 
ports. It is monotonously weary work, 
drifting idly about in the burning sun 
during the day and patroling the coast 
at night with only an occasional chase 
for diversion. Therefore, it is not as- 
tonishing that the officers and men of 
the fleet alike dre looking eagerly for- 
ward to the day when the rumored 
movement of the United States army 
will take place. 

The glorious news of Dewey's vic- 
tory, meager as, are the details which 
have made their way to the blockading 
squadron, was received with intense 
rejoicing, and there were many hearty 
cheers for Uncle Sam. 

The Associated Press dispatch boat 
Kate Spencer cruised up the Cuban 
coast from Matanas to Havana yes- 
terday. 

An officer of the Hornet says that 
yesterday morning the Spanish fiag 
was raised over a lighthouse on a 
sandspit just east of the entrance of 
Matanzas, «and he thinks two guns 
were mounted there. If sunrise proves 
this to be correct, it is possible that, 
with the aid of the Hornet’s quick- 
firing six-pounders, that officer will 
shortly be in possession of the Spanish 
guns and the lighthouse. 

A number of cane fields are burning 
between Matanzas and Havana. Few 
of the small turret-like houses which 
dot the crest of the green bluff on the 
shore show evidence of life. At the 
mouth of a small inlet, however, lay 
a tiny coast-guard vessel at anchor, 
She was about the size of a small 
launch, and has the yellow flag of 
Spain floating from her staff rail.

But this tradition is founded on noth- 
ing more substantial than a  folk- 
lore tale current among them that 
their ancestors came over the big salt 
water hundreds of moons ago. 

The Mexicans have never been able 
to conquer this people. Nominally, in- 
deed, they are under Mexican rule, but 
really they are governed by their own 
chief, and whenever the Mexican gov- 
ernment has interfered with them they 
have taken up arms, getting the best of 
the scrimmage every time. Their near- 
est Indian neighbors are the Yaquis, 
and these two warlike tribes have reci- 
procity down to a fine point. Each 
helps the other when the Mexicans at- 
tack it. The Mayas live principally 
by ‘the chase, although they cultivate 
some corn and garden truck. The men 
are large and well-formed, and some of 
the women are handsome blondes.

PORTING RKUORD 


JEFFRIES MOVES UP. 


NEAR THE TOP OF THE LADDER 
OF FISTIC FAME. 


He Rested Sailor Sharkey in Twenty 
Rounds and Literally Brought 
Down the House, 


PANIC IN MECHANICS’ PAVILION 


SEATS COLLAPSED AND HURT MANY 
OF THE SPECTATORS. 


F. C. Smyles Buys Alix and Her 
World’s Record—Weather Inter- 
feres With League Games 
and Tarf Events. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


MECHANICS PAVILION, San Fran- 
cisco, May 6.—Jim Jeffries, the big 
California boxer, won what ie con- 
cededly the last semi-final in the heats 
for the championship of the world in 
the prize ring. He fought Tom Sharkey, 
the hard-headed sailor, through twenty 
rounds and outfought him in every 
round. While he did not succeed in 
putting his doughty adversary to sleep, 
he had him in a state of distress at 
least half a dozen different times. The 
sailor’s wonderful recuperative powers 
stood him in good stead, however, and 
he absorbed all the hard knocks from 
the big fellow and came on for more 
of the same kind. The decision of the 
referee, Alex Greggans, was received 
with enthusiastic cheers by the multi- 
tude. Sharkey took his defeat cooly 
and showed few marks from the drub- 
bing he had received. 

It was a night of terror to the ma- 
jority of the 10,000 spectators assembled 
in the vast pavilion. 


Just at 8:30 p.m., when the crowd 
had found seats and settled down to 
enjoy the evening’s entertainment, a 
row of chairs, elevated in terraces on 
the southwest corner of the arena, fell 
with a crash. It only caused a pass- 
ing wave of excitament, and the house 
had seated itself once more. 

In five minutes the entire west sec- 
tion of seats, about five hundred in 
number, began falling, and row fol- 
lowed row, coming down in the form 
of a vast cataract, with a great roar 
that brought the crowd to its feet with 
fright. The dust obscured the falling 
seats for a few moments, and when it 
cleared away the men who had been 
seated in the falling chairs, scrambled 
out of the débris. It appeared mirac- 
ulous that no one was seriously in- 
jured, as the rear. rows of seats fell 
at least twelve feet. 

After about ten minutes of utmost 
confusion the crowd quieted down 
omy to be once more brought to its 
feet by a falling section in the north- 
west corner of the arena. By this time 
the crowd was in a state of semi- 
panic and every one stood on his feet 
with blanched face and wild eyes. 
press reporters and telegraph opera- 
tors, with two or three exceptions, left 
the temporary galléry erected for the 
press, and it seemed that the house 
would be emptied. But after a confer- 
ence with Chief of Police Lees, Capt. 
Witman went into the ring and as- 
sured the crowd that no one was in- 
jured. and that if they would remain 
seated everything would go on without 
further trouble. The band struck up a 
patriotic air and the crowd uneasily 
| seated itself. 

In a few minutes more the entire 
east sections of seats came down witha 
frightful crash and several hundred 
people were piled up with broken chairs 
and lumber. 

After half an hour of excitement the 
house became composed and the fight 
went on. There were evidently many 
persons bruised and cut, but how badly 
could not be learned in the confusion, 
as many of them left the house. 

It is said tLat a dozen or more per- 
sons went to the Receiving Hospital 
for treatment as a result of the falling 
chairs. 


THE FIGHT BY ROUNDS. 


How Jeffries Got Away with His 
Burly Antagonist. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 


“SAN FRANCISCO, May 6.—Thomas 
J. Sharkey, the sailor pugilist, and 
James J. Jeffries, admittedly the lead- 
ing heavyweight pugilist actually in 
fighting harness today, met before the 
National Athletic Club in this city 
tonight to settle the question of su- 
premacy. The outcome of this con- 
test has been the absorbing topic of 
discussion in sporting circles since the 
consummation of the match. Me- 
chanics’ Pavilion, which has been the 
scene of many memorable pugilistic en- 
counters, presented a lively appearance 
shortly before the principals appeared 
in the ring. Every nook and corner in 
the vast auditorium had its occupant. 

The betting on the result remained 
almost uniform at 10 to 8, with the 
big Californian favorite. The prelimi- 
nary bout between Jack Stelzner ana 
Henry Baker was called at 9:30 o’clock. 

At 9:50 p.m. Jeffries stepped into the 
ring amid much cheering. His seconds 
were Billy Delaney, Dewitt Van Court 
and Jack Jeffries. 

At 9:52 p.m. Sharkey appeared, ac- 
companied by Tim McGrath, Jack 
Sharkey and “‘Spider’’ Kelly. Time was 
called at 10:04. 

First round—The men came to the 
center with a spring and sparred cau- 
tiously, Jeffries forced Tom, feeling 
him. Sharkey led at the body, but fell 
short. Jeffries forced Tom into a cor- 
ner and landed a light left on chest 
and the men clinched.«- Sharkey swung 
right for the head, but Jeff caught it 
on his shoulder. Jeff tried with left 
for the face, but was blocked. 

Second round—Sharkey rushed and 
swung right and left without effect. 
Jeffries swung his left for the head, 
but Tom ducked and clinched. Jeff 
landed _ left on neck, and Sharkey 
clinched, striking in the clinch, for 
which he was hissed. Jeffries landeg 
a hard left on the face and forced 
Tom against the ropes. Sharkey swung 
his right on Jeff's neck. Jeff landed 
a light left on the body, and Tom 


clinched. Sharkey tried 
Jeff held him

on Toms’ face. Sharkey rushed mo 
swung right and left without effect. 
Jeff landed left on face. Sharkey was 
puzzled and waited for Jeff to lead 
and clinched. He brought his right 
over on Jeff’s head in a clinch and 
was warned by the referee. Jeff sent 
‘in his right on the body just as the 
gong sounded. 

Fourth round—Jeffries got Sharkey 
in a corner and put left on the head’ 
and was countered on the body. 
Sharkey landed right on body. Jeff 
put a hard left on body. Sharkey 
swung left for body very slow. but fell 
short. Sharkey swung left, but was 
blocked and in a clinch Jeff forced him 
against the ropes. Jeff hooked Sharkey 
on the jaw with his left. Sharkey got 
gay and rubbed the place and smiled. 


Jeff was upon him in a flash and forced 
him into a clinch. 

“Fifth round—Jeff led straight for 
body, but was short. Sharkey swung 
left for body and missed, getting left 
on face. Sharkey's leads mostly short. 
In a clinch Sharkey struck Jeff and 
was hooted. Jeff staggered the sailor 
with a left hook. Sharkey rushed 
wildly, but was stopped and forced 
back. Jeff jabbed Sharkey on the 
face at the call of time. 

Sixth round—Sharkey swung left hard 
over Jeff's neck. Sharkey gained con- 
fidence and rushed without effect. Jeff 
swung right on Tom’s head, and 
Sharkey mimicked him with a sneer. 
Jeff sent in left on body and missed 
same blow a moment later. He feinted 
at the sailor, who ducked into a vicious 
uppercut. Jeff doing most of the lead- 
ing. He sent in a left hook that 
sounded loudly. Sharkey at a safe 
distance mimicked Jeff's attitude, and 
showed considerable ill temper all 
through this round. 

Seventh round—Sharkey rushed and 
swung left and right wildly, both go- 
ing over Jeff's shoulders, who clinched 
and pushed him against the ropes. 
Sharkey swung his arms like a wind- 
mill, but failed to reach the mark. 
Jeff swung with left twice, but Tom 
ducked both blows. Jeff sent right on 
body. Sharkey rushed Jeff against 
the ropes and pushed him partly 
through before he could gain his equi- 
librium, but Jeff came back with hard 
left on face. Sharkey fighting fast 
and hard, but not’yet reached Jeffries's 
face or head with effect. 

Eighth round—Jeffries missed with 
left for head, and ducked a _ right 
swing from the sailor. He then jabbed 


a straight left in Sharkey's face. Jeff 
swung left for the jaw, but was 
blocked. Sharkey swung his right 


hard over the kidneys, and sent in 
straight left on the body. Jeff puts a 
left on body just as gong sounded. 

Ninth round—Sharkey swung left on 
body. Jeff led vicious left for the 
jaw, but Tom ducked low and lifted 
Jeff from the floor. Jeff swung right 
for jaw, but Tom ducked. Jeff jabbed 
the sailor in the mouth twice in quick 
succession, and the crowd howled. 
Jeff swung left on the sailor’s chest, 
and forced him to the ropes. Tom 
ducked a left for the jaw and the 
round ended in long-range sparring. 

Tenth round—Jeff missed left for 
the body. Sharkey swung right and left 
without effect. He ducked a left swing 
but a moment later got a solid left in 
wind. The Californian hooked him on 
the neck with a left and Tom came 
back with left on body. Jeff landed left 
on head and Tom clinched and was in- 
clined to rough it. They exchanged 
lefts on the head and Sharkey struck 
wild with both hands. He ducked three 
lefts for the head, and was in turn 
evaded by Jeffries's ducking. 

Eleventh round—Sharkey swung left 
for jaw, but it went over Jeff's shoul- 
der and the hig fellow came back with 
a short-arm left on the jaw. Jeffries 
knocked the sailor down with a right 
on the ear and Sharkey clasped Jeff's 
legs for a moment, but got up fresh. 
Jeff forced the pace but Tom fought 
viciously. Jeff sent in a left on the neck 
and Tom seemed worried and tired. Jeff 
played for a right on jaw but missed. 
Jeff sent in a hard left on the face, 
which sent the sailor’s head back. 

Twelfth round—Sharkey came up 
fresh, but kept away from his big ad- 
versary. Jeff led with his left for the 
jaw and Tom ducked. Later he feinted 
and sent his left hard on the neck. 
Tom's leads short. Jeff sent in a left on 
the face and blocked a counter. Shar- 
key swung left and right, both’ wild. 
Jeff sent in a right on body and got 
left swing on the neck. Up to this 
point Jeffries has the advantage. 

Thirteenth round—Sharkey rushed 
but was stopped still by a straight left. 
Jeff blocked a vicious swing for the 
jaw. Jeff got Sharkey in a corner and 
tried to send in right, but the latter 
ducked and sent his head hard against 
Jeff's body in the clinches. Jeff caught 
the sailor on the jaw with a left hook, 
staggering him. Sharkey sent in left 
on the neck, but seemed to lack steam 
and was somewhat unsteady on his 
legs. Jeff tried his right for the jaw but 
went around the neck. 

Fourteenth round—Sharkey swung 
right and left for the head without ef- 
fect. Tom sent in straight left on Jeff's 
face but got a right on the neck that 
staggered him. The Californian sent 
his left into the face again and tried .to 
administer a knockout with his right 
but the sailor ducked under it. Shar- 
key led left three times, but fell short 
and was countered with left hooks on 
face and neck. Sharkey rushed, swung 
both hands for the head and clinched. 
Jeff pushed him back and hit him hard 
both left and right on the jaw and 
head.

ON BOARD ASSOCIATED PRESS 
DISPATCH BOAT KATE SPENCER, 
May 6.—[{Wired from Key West.] The 
Lafayette of the French General Trans- 
atlantic Company's line, a vessel of 3394 
tons gross register, bound, from Co- 
runna, Spain, on April 23, for Havana, 
was captured yesterday evening off te 
latter port by the United States gun- 
boat Annapolis, Commander John Jacob 
Hunker, while trying to run the block- 
ade, after having previously been 
warned off. She has on board a large 
number of passengers and a valuable 
general cargo, possibly containing con- 
traband of war. 

The Lafayette, which hails from St. 
Nazaire, France, is a fine vessel of the 
old type. She is 344 feet long, has 44 
feet beam and is 28 feet deep. She was 
built in 1864 at Greenock, of iron. 

Her capture was effected shortly be- 
fore sundown last night in the follow- 
ing manner: 

The Lafayette was heading for Ha- 
vana and was boarded by an officer of 
the Annapolis and warned not to enter 
port. She afterward made an attempt 
to do so and was captured after an °x- 
citing chase. The Wilmington, New- 
port and Morrill took part in the cap- 
ture of the Frenchman. 

After examination of the Lafayette’s 
papers had been made a prize crew 
from the Annapolis was placed on 
board and she was sent to Key West, 
escorted by the Wilmington. 

Previous to this step being taken, 
Commander Hunker of the Annapolis, 
the temporary flag officer, and Corn- 
mander C. C. Todd of the Wilmington 
exchanged signals for over an hour. A 
delicate international question is 
thought to be involved in the capture 
of ‘the French steamer, but it was 
seemingly finally decided to send her 
to Key West. The fact that she lei: a 
Spanish port, Corunna,’on April 
after the declaration of war, which oc- 
curred April 21, seems to warrant the 
holding of the Lafayette. 

On the question of contraband of 
war, the officers of the Wilmington 
seem reticent, but it hardly seems pos- 
sible that the steamer could lea‘¢ 
Spain with so many male passenrrers 
on board and not have contraband «f 
war in her cargo. 

It is reported that the Lafayette, in 
addition to being a French miuil 
steamer, is a French naval-reserve \cs- 
sel, mounting guns and carrying a crew 
sufficient to make her ready for active 
service at-short notice. This, it is said, 
adds considerably to the gravity of the 
international aspect of the case. 

The Kate Spencer, dispatch boat of 
the Associated Press, just before the 
chase began, had spoken the Annapolis 
a little east of the Cojar battery ani 
five miles off shere. The Annapciis, 
with canvass ventilators spread, had 
come up lazily from the east, and after 
having spoken the Spencer, had gone 
about to follow her down the coast. 
The Cuban shore line, gray with tne 
hot atmosphere of the afternoon, ney :r 
looked more peaceful. 

The big Krupp guns on the battery 
were silent and a pretty effect was 
caused by the white smoke wreaths 
curling up from the little settlement 
of Cojar, swinging up daintily against 
the green slopes of the Cuban hills. 
Four miles down the coast the grim 
old tower of Moro stood frowning, a 
silent guardian of the Cuban capital, 
where already reflected the red glow 
of the declining sun It was a fine 
picture of Cuba in siesta. 

Suddenly the feeling of calm was 
broken by the electric call of ‘‘a chase,” 
which echoed to the Spencer. The 
Annapolis had put her helm hard a 
starboard and was putting on full 
steam and cleaving the waters in a 
northeast direction. Her dark fun- 
nels belched out a cloud of black smoke 
as the stokers piled coal in the fur- 
naces, and every effort was made to 
| drive the gunboat at a high speed. . On 
the horizon could be seen the faintest 
trace of smoke. This was the quarry 
of the American warship, and circling 
swiftly, she was off at full cry after 
her prey. 

Thestrangercame rapidly up even wit 
the stay-line. and the marine glasses 
soon made her out to be a big liner 
with red funnels, headed straight for 
Havana. On she came under full 
steam, “carrying a bone in her teeth,” 
as the sailors say when a steamer or 
other vessel is throwing up a roll of 
white water forward as she drives 
through the water with good speed. 
There seemed to be no doubt that the 
stranger was bent on running through 
the blockading squadron and getting 
under the guns of Moro Castle, if pos- 
sible. before being overhauled. But 
within five minutes from as many dif- 
ferent directions, three of Tncle 
Sam’s warships, which had been drill- 
ing idly on the tropical sea, had been 
galvanized into life,/attracted by the 
chase, and speedily joined in the at- 
tempt to block the stranger’s entrance 
to Havana. 

While the Annapolis was rushing 
down upon the Frenchman, in the dis- 
tance the Wilmington and the Newport 
were also bearing down upon her, and 
the Morrill, which had been nosing up 
toward the Associated Press dispatch 
boat, also saw game afoot and swung 
around across the path of the liner, a 
sort of David challenging a Goliath, for 
the Morrill is a smart little revenue 
cutter now acting as a dispatch boat, 
a member of the so-called mosquito 
fleet. 

The Annapolis, however, had been 
doing such fine work with her engines 
that she overhauled the stranger two 
miles ahead of the Morrill. There was 
a flash, a puff of white smoke to the lee, 
followed by the boom of a gun fired 
down the wind, which announced that 
Uncle Sam had ordered the stranger to 
heave to. 

The liner obeyed and the Morrill and 
the Associated Press dispatch boat 
started on a neck-and-neck race for 
the big prize. In the mean time a boat 
from the Annapolis had boarded the 
Frenchman, as the stranger proved to 
be. On board the liner a crowd of ex- 
cited passengers pressed anxiously 
about the vessel's side. Up from the 
south the wicked gray hulk of the Wil- 
mington, with her men at quarters, and 
the delicately-lined Newport were com- 
ing up rapidly.

Later, electric signals succeeded the 
flag signals, and there was a nervous 
period of questions and answers. The 
simnalline continued for almost an 
hour, while the puzzled dispatch boats 
gathered in the white moonlight. 

At 7:45 p.m. the Annapolis and the 
Wilmington lowered boats. and the of- 
ficers boarded the Frenchman. 

The examination of the liner was 
soon over, and after the boats had 
returned to their respective ships. a 
prize crew from the Wilmington was 
put on board the Lafayette, and at 
8:15 o'clock last night, the bie French- 
man was headed north, and was es- 
corted to Key West under the guns of 
the Wilmington. The prize anchored 
here this morning, and the prize court 
will determine what is to be done with 
her. 

Ensign H. H. Ziegomeir of the An- 
napolis, who was in charge of the 
prize crew on board the Tafayette, 
says that the Iatter’s ecqmmander de- 
nies that he has Spanish soldiers on 
board. The French commander, how- 
ever, admits that he left Corunna on 
April 23. after the declaration of war, 
and that he took on board many male 
passengers. He feigns ignorance of 
the nature of his ship's cargo, and says 
he will be ufiable to ascertain what 
she has on hoard until he examines 
her manifest. 

The Navy Department at Washine- 
ton ha® been communicated with. anda 
instructions as to the disposition of the 
French steamer are eagerly awaited. 

The officers of the Lafayette pre- 
tend to be very indignant, and declare 
that the detention of the steamer will 
become an international episode. 


SENSATION AT WASHINGTON. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. } 
WASHINGTON, May 6.—The seizure 
of he French liner Lafayette 


by the 
gunboat Annapolis caused a distinct 
sensation in official and diplomatic 


circles here, as it was believed to in- 
volve the possibility of more serious 
foreign complications than had arisen 
thus far. The officials of the State De- 
partment and of the French Embassy 
received the news of the capture from 
the Asociated Press dispatches, and 
in both quarters it was given grave at- 
tention. In the State Department it was 
taken as a forerunner of a number of 
cases of like character to follow, for 
this was the experilence.of the United 
States blockading forces during the 
civil war. Many times during the prog- 
ress of that war the country was on 
the verge of a breach of diplomatic re- 
lations with some of the European na- 
tions because of the seizure of the 
blockade runners. 

Taking the facts as reported, the offi- 
clals of the department declare posi- 
tively (and in this they are supported 
by the unanimous voice of the naval 
officials) that there can be no question 
that the Lafayette was a blockade run- 
ner, and as such is a lawful prize. The 
State Department has been disposed 
to treat with the greatest liberty the 
shipping of neutral powers and, as 
already stated, we have taken an ad- 
vanced position in this matter. In the 
proclamation of the 26th ult. the Pres- 
ident said the right of search is to be 
observed with strict regard for the 
rights of neutrals, and the voyages of 
mail steamers are not to be interfered 
with except on the clearest ground of 
suspicion of a violation of the law in 
respect of contraband: or blockade. 

It will be noticed that in this the 
President warns foreign vessels, even 
mail vessels, againt breaking’ the 
blockade, which seems to have been 
exactly what the Lafayette attempted. 
It is said that whether or not the ship 
carried contraband of war is abso- 
lutely immaterial in the disposition of 
her case. In his proclamation of the 
29d ult the President said: 

“A neutral vessel approaching any 
of said ports or attempting to leave 
same without knowledge or notice of 
the establishment of such blockade, 
will be duly warned by the commander 
of the blockading forces, who will in- 
dorse or have registered the date of 
such warning, and where such warn- 
ing was made, and if the vessel shall 
again attempt to enter any blockaded 
port, she will be captured and sent 
to the nearest convenient port for 
such .proceedinga against her and her 
cargo as may be deemed advisable.” 

In the opinion of officials the La- 
fayette has clearly violated the provi- 
sions of this section of the proclama- 
tion, which was carefully drawn in ac- 
cordance with the most advanced 
theories of the rights of neutrals. ~ 

The seriousness of the question, how- 
ever, arises from the fact that the fore- 
going view of the officials here is not 
likely to be accepted by the French 
government and its representatives in 

Tashington. 
wrench Ambassador had intended 
to go to New York today, but on hear- 
ing of the taking of the Lafayette, he 
determined to remain here to look 
after such questions as were likely to 
arise. In the absence of official infor- 
mation, he asked to be excused from 
discussing what course the French gov- 
ernment would take. It is said, how- 
ever, that France will lodge a protest 
with the State Department immediately 
upon the receipt of official information 
of the seizure. 

The view is entertained in French 
quarters that the State Department 
will promptly direct the release of the 
Lafayette, owing to certain circum- 
stances in her case. The Embassy was 
advised eight days ago that the Lafay- 
ette was on her way to this side and 
accordingly a notice was sent to the 


State Department that this French 
merchantman might be expected to 
reach Havana about this time. No 


answer was received from the State 
Department, but after giving this no- 
tice, the French authorities took it for 
granted that the Lafayette would be 
allowed to proceed on her voyage with- 
out mblestation. The understanding 
here was that she had sailed from St. 
Nazaire, France, not from Corunna, 
Spain, as St. Nazaire is the usual sail- 
ing port of steamers of this line. One 
of the officers of the legation made the 
trip on one of these vessels a short 
time ago, and says no stop is made 
at Corunna, except occasionally on a 
return voyage. It was the understand- 
ing also that the Lafayette was stop- 
ping at Havana merely to recoal, prior 
to going to Vera Cruz, Mexico, the 
final destination of the liner. 

The French think that the Lafayette 
has been delayed through a misappre- 
hension, and that her release will fol- 
low speedily. The grounds for this view 
are that she sailed prior to'the decla- 
ration of war, and therefore her cap- 
tain could not know of this declaration. 
It is pointed out that the declaration 
of war was on April 25, the President’s 
proclamation concerning the rights of 


neutrals was issued on the 26th and the

ORDERED RELEASED.

KEY WEST, May 6, 6:50 p.m.—Come 
modore Watson this afternoon received 
orders from .Washington to instantly 
release the French mail eteamer Lafaye- 
ette and to send her to Havana under 
escort.

WASHINGTON, May 6.—An interna

ette has been removed by the prompt» 
release of the vessel, immediately upon 
notice of her capture reaching the State 
Department. The explanation for this 
action on the part of the administra- 
tion is given in the statement which 
follows, and which was issued from the 
White House tonight: 

“The Lafayette was released In pur- 
suance of orders which were issued.by 
the Navy Department previous to her 
seizure, but which had not been ree 
ceived by the commanding officers of 
the vessels that made the capture. 

“The facts arethat on April 29 the 
French Embassey made an informal ine 
quiry as to whether the Lafayette, 
which left Saint Nazaire, France, for 
Vera Cruz, by way of Havana, before 
the war was declared or information 
of the blockade was received, would be 
allowed to land in Havana her passen- 
gers, her mail bags and the dispatch 
bag of the Consulate-Genearl of France, 
and take some French passengers on 
board. An assurance was given that, 
if this privilege should be granted, the 
steamer would be forbidden by the 
French Consul to land goods. 

“The matter was duly considered and 
it was decided that, with regard to the 
strict law of blockade, and as an act of 
courtesy, the request of the Frencts 
covernment should be acceded to. Ore 
ders were accordingly sent on the sece 
ond day of May. 

“When information was received of 
the capture of the steamer and of her 
having been brought to Key West, 
‘hese orders were communicated to her 
captain, with instructions to releage 
the steamer and to see that the orders 
were duly delivered, so that they might 
be carried into effect. No demand was 
made, either by or on behalf of the 
French government, directly or indie 
rectly, for the steamer’s release.

rimac out of Richmond with her

168. Worden was at a disadvantage 
with them, however, for they had 
never been fired with over eight 
pounds of powder prior to the battle 
in Hampton Roads. That engagement 
had not proceeded over ten minutes 
before Worden saw that he must 
use more powder to make his projec- 
tiles effective. He increased the dose 
to fifteen pounds at the tenth fire, 
and to twenty pounds six shots after- 
ward. The last seven shots fired at 
the Merrimac had each thirty pounds 
of powder behind them, or three and 
three-fourth times the charge fired in 
the first nine shots. It was easy 
enough for would-be war critics to 
say that had Worden fired’ thirty 
pounds in the first ten shots, they 
would have settled the Merrimac at 
once, and there would have been no 
prolonged action. But Worden knew 
nothing of the real tensile strength 
of the Dahlgren gun, and approached 
cautiously before putting it to a 
crucéal test. That was the best proof 
of his superb fighting quality and 
sound native judgment. 

Such has been the progress of gun- 
nery that an advance in defensive 
armor has been one of the obediences 
to the great natural law of compensa- 
tion. The walls of a war vessel are 
now neérly twice as heavy as iney 
were in the days of Worden and his 
“cheesebox on a raft.’”” And not only 
must the walls be heavy enotigh ‘to 
stand the impact of a conical steel 
shot propelled by a charge of powder, 
all the way from 140 to 220 pounds, 
but the decks must be as strong as 
the side walls. The reason for this 
is that, while the decks are in no 
real danger in a hand-to-hand fight 
like the battle in Hampton Roads, 
they are in no end of danger when- 
ever they are within the scope of 
long-range rifles. The shot which is 
fired at any distance over a mile, has 
to be fired into the air at an angle, 
and, in being so fired, it is more apt 
to strike a ship’s deck than her 
sides. With any ordfnary deck, such 
as merchant steamers have, the fall- 
ing shell or plunging shot would 
speedily find it way into her hold. 
If Dewey has met with any serious 
damage in the encounter of last Sun- 
day at Manila, the probabilities are 
that the chief injuries sustained are 
by the Baltimore, Concord and Petrel, 
whose decks are much lighter than 
those of the Raleigh and Olympia, the 
latter being the most modern vessel 
in his squadron, and, for that reason, 
the strongest in her decks. Of 
course, the range at Manila was 
comparatively short, but the firing 
from land was from points much 
higher than the decks of Dewey's 
squadron; and for that reason there 
is cause to fear that these land bat- 
teries may have caused more damage 
to the Baltimore, Petrel and Concord 
than was done by all the Spanish 
fleet combined. 
It is therefore plain that, as gun- 
nery is constantly improving, the 
decks of ships, now their weakest 
points, must be made as strong as 
any other part of the ship. It must 
not be left to chance that ships escape 
destruction by shot falling on their 
decks, hereafter. The story of Ma- 
nila may not be repeated with the 
same results. Stronger decks will be 
as much desired as stronger walls: 
and naval architects will have to de- 
vote all their study toward that end. 


DU BOSC’S LOVE FOR YANKEES. 
Sefior Don Juan du Bosc, late First 
Secretary of the Spanish Legation at 
Washington, (also Charge d’Affaires 
during the interval between the en- 
forced departure of Sefior Don En- 
rique Dupuy de Lome, and the arrival 
of Sefior Don Luis Polo y Bernabe, 
his successor,) delivered a so-called 
lecture in Toronto, Can., on Thurs- 
day night, taking for his theme, “The 
Cause of the War Between the United 
States and Spain.” The “lecture” 
was given in aid of the Red Cross 
Society work, (which will be resumed 
in Cuba after the Yankee guns have 
made it possible for the Red Cross 
workers to return to that island 
without danger of butchery by Span- 
iards.) 

From the meager account of Sejfior 
Don Juan du Bosc’s so-called _lec- 
ture, telegraphed from Toronto, it 
appears that the sefior is in what may 
properly be termed a state of mind. 
He expressed his love for the Amer- 
ican people (otherwise known as 
Yankees) in extremely dubious terms. 
It will be distinctly remembered that, 
upon the arrival of Seflor Don Luis 
Polo y Bernabe in the United States. 
as the immediate successor to Sefor 
Don Enrique Dupuy de Lome, that 
distinguished gentleman (Polo) gave 
utterance to the statement that, next 
to the people of his native land, he 
loved the American people. It is 
painful to state that Sefor Don Juan 
du Bose is less frank, or at least 
less exuberant, in voicing his love 
for the American people, although he 
“gets there just the same,” after a 
fashion. For instance, he playfully 
describes the American Senators as 
“border ruffians, whose illiterate fool- 
ishness is only equaled by their 
venzclity and ludicrous, pompous con- 
ceit.”’ Regarded superficially, this 
remark thight appear to be uncom- 
plimentary. But when we remember 
that it comes from a Spanish diplo- 
mat, and tRat the language of Span- 
ish diplomacy almost invariably 
means the reverse of its apparent 


Juan du Bosc really meant to pay a 
delicate and deserved compliment to 
the wisdom, virtue, and statesman- 
ship of our distinguished Senators. 
It is the sefior’s polished, Span- 
ishesque way of expressing his ad- 
miration for the American people, to 
whom his compatriots are wont to 
refer with elegant playfulness as

meaning. it is clear that Sefior Don 


“Yankee hogs.” In order to under- 
stand and appreciate Spanish humor 
at its best. one must have some 
knowledge of Spanish character, and 
of the polished tongue of Spanish 
diplomacy “as she is spoke” (by 
Spanish diplomats in Canada.) 

The distinguished sefior further de- 
clared that “American cupidity for 
conquest constitutes a grave danger 
to Europe, Canada, and Mexico,” and 
he compared the Queen Regent, of 
Spain, (who is an Austrian) to “the 
bloating politicians, whose counte- 
nances depict the lust that is in their 
hearts,” etc., etc. 

Sefior Don Luis Polo y Bernabe, 
late Spanish Minister to Washington, 
has left or is about to leave the 
Dominion of Canada, where he has 
been an unwelcome guest for. several 
days past. His departure has been 
materially accelerated by strong inti- 
mations from the government of 
Great Britain, to the effect that his 
room is preferable to his company. 
In short, he is leaving the country 
for his own and the country’s good. 
It will be well if he takes with him 
in the exodus Sefior Don Juan du 
Bose. Otherwise, the latter may also 
be asked to “move on.” It is ex- 
tremely doubtful if Sefior Don Juan's 
rare humor will be fully appreciated 
in Canada or anywhere on British 
soil. It is of the same generic order 
as that of Sefior Don Enrique Dupuy 
de Lome, which met with such in- 
different appreciation in Washington 
a féw weeks ago. The Britons and 
the Yankees speak the same lan- 
guage, and are singularly unapprecia- 
tive of the niceties of Spanish diplo- 
matic expression. 


HONOR THE FLAG. 

It is unfortunate that there are 
American citizens who, more perhaps 
through thoughtlessness than because 
of ill motives, use the country’s en- 
sign for advertising purposes and 
oth«rwise belittle its significance. 
Such acts are unbecoming and little 
short of criminal at a time when the 
sons of American mothers are going 
into the storm of battle to uphold its 
honor by giving for it their hearts’ 
blood. Commenting upon this cheap- 
ening of the emblem of our country, 
the New York Tribune well says: 

“It might be thought that at this 
time, of all others, American citizens 
would show respect for their flag. It 
is the sign of their patriotism, the 


to fight and some to die for their 
country. It is the ensign which men 
hang out from their houses as the 
expression of their loyalty, and to 
arouse people to a sense of their duty 
to the nation. It floats from school- 
houses, and children are taught to 
regard it "with reverence. It flies 
over every ermy post and naval ves- 
sel, and the salute of the colors by 
our soldiers and sailors is one of the 
most impressive of military cere- 
monies. 

“Yet this solemn hour. and these 
hallowed associations appear to have 
made no impression on some minds. 
The interest in the flag seems to 


termination to attract attention to 
their petty wares, 
and fill their pockets by making the 
Stars and Stripes their advertising 
medium. A walk through the streets 
of this city will give a shocking 
revelation of the sordid and degrad- 
ing uses to which men_ will prosti- 
tute the flag. They do not hesitate 
to jest about it+to make it and what 
it signifies ridiculous. They dress 
absurd figures in it to make _ the 
curious stand and gape befofe their 
windows. They cut it up for chair 
seats. They make of this war a 
Punch-and-Judy show. They pretend 
to weep over the Maine in order to 
eall attention to the fact that their 
beer saloon is not yet blown up. They 
do eyerything but treat solemn sub- 
jects with solemnity and good taste. 
“We have laws’ forbidding the 
printing of advertisements on the na- 
tional flag, and we evidently need 
laws forbidding its misuse on a much 
wider scale. The Stars and Stripes 
should.be treated reverently, as civil- 
ized men are accustomed to treat the 
emblems of sacred things. What 
would be said at the sight of. 
Christian symbols desecrated to ad- 
vertise whisky, draw ribald. crowds 
and fill tradesmen’s tills? Love of 
country is only less a duty than love 
of God, and no man can love his coun- 
try who does not respect it and the 
banner which speaks of it.” 


The First Secretary of the French 
Embassy in Washington is, according 
to a published statement, reagson- 
ably certain that the sentiment of 
his country is with the United States 
in the present crisis, which we trust 
is the case. The fact that we are 
winning in the preliminary move- 
ments against the enemy may have 
something to do with this crystalliza- 
tion of sentiment in our favor. Noth- 
ing succeeds like success, and it is 
but natural that-the nations of the 
earth should want to be friendly with 


another nation that shows its ca- 
pacity to take care of itself in a 
scrimmage.

INTERVENTION GOSSIP. 


RUMORS AGAIN RIFE THAT THE 
POWERS ARE RESTIVE. 


Flat Denial of the Report by For- 
eign Representatives at Wash- 
ington—The Pope Again Advises 
an Appeal to the Powers. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

WASHINGTON, May 6.—The London 
report that the continental powers were 
seeking to have England join them in 
intervention, also was lacking in verifi- 
cation. The State Department has re- 
ceived no suggestion of such interven- 
tion. The foreign representatives here, 
including those of Great Britain, Ger- 
many, France and Russia, meet these 
reports with specific denials. These of- 
ficials have been fully conversant with 
all previous movements toward inter- 
vention, and they doubtless would be 
aware if such a move were on foot. 

The utterance of Emperor William 
before the Reichstag today confirmed 
what the German government declared, 
that Germany would observe neutrality 
laws, even though no notice of neutral- 
ity was issued. 

Russian officials take the same view 
as to the purpose of Russia to keep out 
of any intervention which would be 
proposed. 

The French authorities do not con- 
sider intervention a live question at 
present, and since France issued her 
declaration of neutrality the French of- 
ficials dismiss the supposition that 
France will participate in intervention. 

The British officials have received 
no word concerning recent’ movements 
for intervention, and they consider 
such a move as inopportune under ex- 
isting circumstances. 

A leading member of the diplomatic 
corps said today: “What could we in- 
tervene about? It could not be on the 
fact that the United States occupied the 
Philippines, because we do not know 
yet that the Philippines are occupied. 
It could not be because Porto Rico may 
be occupied, for we have no official in- 
formation that any movement against 
that island is contemplated. If there is 
to be intervention by the powers, we 
must have some _ foundation upon 
which to base our intervention.” 

ENGLAND OPPOSTD TO IT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

LONDON, May 6.—Certain powers, it 
has been learned by the Associated 
Press, have again made overtures to 
Great Britain looking to intervention 
in the war between Spain and the 
United States, but Great Britain per- 
sisted in her refusal to take part in 
any such move. It is a:significant fact 
that the British naval authorities have 
decided to immediately commission two 
new battleships, just completed. 

THE POPE: AT IT AGAIN, 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, May 6.—A Rome spe- 
cial says that the Pope has sent a tele- 
gram to the Queen Regent of Spain 
earnestly advising an immediate appeal 
to the Eurcpean powers. His Holiness 
is said to have promised his support 
and that of the powers to obtain an hon- 
orable solution of the difficulty.

RED CROSS WORK. 


The Ladies Will Offer Their Serv- 
ices to the Woman's Relicf Corps. 
Twenty-five or thirty earnest women 

met at the parlors of: the Armory 
building yesterday afternoon to per- 
fect the organization which has been 
under way for the past week or more, 
having for its object auxiliary work, 
if such should be required, in connec- 
tion with the army surgeons and hos- 
pitals. There seems to have been some 
misapprehension in regard to the scope 
and purposes of the proposed society, 
the statement having been made that 
it was a corps of nurses who were to 
offer their services to the government 
for hospital work, and in this connec- 
tion a brief statement of its origi 

Will be of interest. 
To begin with, Mrs. M. E. Threlkeld 

wrote Clara Barton, president of the 
Red Cross Society, asking if a branch 
of the society could be instituted here, 
or what would be the best way for 
those who desired to become identified 
with the work. Miss Barton's private 
secretary replied that all who wished 
to engage in the work under the aus- 
pices of the Red Cross Society must 
apply to Dr. A. M. Lesser, surgeon- 
general-in-chief of the Red Cross Hos- 
pital in New York City. The Red 
Cross has no auxiliary organizations, 
and there are no subordinate branches. 
It is an international organization, the 
American department being located in 
New York City, and limited to a mem- 
bership of forty persons. There is no 
department of the society in this State, 
although an organization has recently 
been formed in San Francisco to fit its 
members for work under the auspice; 
of the Red Cross. Those who engage 
in such work receive no pay for their 
services, but have their living 
paid. They go everywhere, among 
friends and foes alike, the red cress: 
upon the arm being a passport recog- 
nized by all nations. 

Upon receipt of the above informa- 
tion, Mrs. Threlkeld called a meeting to 
orgunize an independent association 
for relief work. A committee was 
chosen on April 29 to draw up a con- 
stitution and bylaws end that o-mmit- 
tee was ready yesterday, and would 
have presented its report, had not the 
action finally taken by the ladies ren- 
dered the report unnecessary. 

After the meeting had heen called to 
order by the chairman, Mrs. J. A. Os- 
good, and the minutes had been real 
by the secretary, Mrs. H. A. Hamlin, 
the regular order of receiving the re- 
port of the Committee on Constitution 
and Bylaws was postponed by unani- 
mous consent, while Mrs. Threlkeld 
took the floor as 2 matter of persoral 
privilege to make oa statement 2s to 
her position.

the hospitals. She therefore recom- 
mended, and moved, that the services 
of those present, either as a body or 
individually, be tendered to the va- 
rious Woman’s Relief Corps cf the city, 
that they may be called upon when- 
ever there is any work to be done for 
the benefit of the soldiers. This propo- 
sition met with general assent, though 
some opposed it on the ground that the 
relief corps was a secret order, and 
many ladies who desired to be en- 
gegzéd in the work had no affiliation 
with the order, and should have an 
independent organization. The chair- 
man favored the motion in a few re- 
marks. Dr. Rachel Reid of Pasadena 
stated that she would vote for it 
with the understanding that the orzan- 
ization would simply be held in abey- 
ance until the necessity for it should 
be more apparent. Mrs. Brady and 
others spoke to the same effect. 

Before a vote was 
Mrs. Threlkelds’ motion, the secretary 
offered the following as a substitute: 
“Resolved, that we take no further 
ection in the organization of this so- 
ciety, but that we offer our services as 
individuals to the Women’s Relief 
Corps.” Without further discussion this 
was carried unanimously, after which 
the secretary took the names and 
addresses of those who wished to vol- 
unteer their services, and who would 
be ready to do. when called upon, 
whatever should be asked of them. 
The result was a roster cf seventeen 
names, each one signifying the relief 
corps in connection with which it 
would be most convenient for her to 
work. 

The meeting then adtourned. The 
action taken, while considered wise by 
the majority was plainly a disappoint- 
mént to some, who had hoped to see 
the work continued in the way it had 
begun.

ARTILLERY MOVES TOMORROW. 


Ordered to San Francisco for Mus- 
ter—Licutenants Chosen, 

The Los Angeles battery of Heavy 
Artillery, 149 strong, with nine alter- 
nates, or 158 in afl, will leave at 11:50 
o'clock tomorrow morning for San 
Francisco, where on Monday they will 
be mustered into the military service 
-of the United States. The order for the 
battery to move was received by Capt. 
Henry Steere late yesterday afternoon. 
It designated what thrain the command 
is to take, viz., the regular north-bound 
passenger train over the Southern Pa- 
cific, to which a sufficient number of 
coaches will be attached to accommo- 
date the batterymen.

The departure of the Seventh Regi- 
ment does not leave this part of the 
State without a National Guard, for 
there are now on the rolls of all of the 
companies the names of almost enough 
men to form companies of the average 
size in time of peace, and these men 
were not taken with the regiment, Of 
the companies whose home station is in 
this city, the number who have taken 
the oath and who were not included in 
the quota which answered the call of 
the President is larger than many per- 
sons would believe. In Co. A alone 
there are sixty such men: Co. C left 
more than forty men, and Co. F has 
about as many. The same is true of 
all of the companies outside the city, 
and all that would be necessary to 
make these companies effective for 
immediate service would be to properly 
equip them. The regiment did not take

fantry to move were received, Capt. 
Steere was notified to have his com- 
mand in readiness to move on short 
notice. At the same time he was in- 
structed to reduce the number of men 
in his battery to 149 from 215, the 
number originally ordered enrolled. 

Prusuant to these instructions the 
batterymen have been reporting to the 
captain twice’ datly, amd the work of 
examining into their physical condi- 
tion was performed as rapidly as pos- 
sible. This examination was much more 
severe than that to which the infantry- 
men had been subjected, and only the 
best men were accepted. There were so 
many good men that it was a most 
difficult matter for the captain to make 
his selections.: Nearly three hundred 
had been enrolled in order to guard 
against the rejection of any large num- 
ber on account of physical disability, 
and the possibility of falling below the 
number originally ordered. The order 
to reduce the size of the battery re- 
moved all possibility of this; and, as 
in the infantry, there was a rush by 
the men who desired to be included 
among those accepted. 

To take all of them was impossible, 
and the process of selecting those best 
fitted for the service proved to be one 
of the most difficult tasks that Capt. 
Steere ever had to perform. Personal 
friendships were forgotten in making 
the selections, and only those who 
came up to or very near the physical 
standard required in the regular army 


_ were chosen. The list of those who will 


go is not quite complete, but of those 
that have been selected, more than 70 
per cent. are men who could enlist in 
the army at any time. The others are 
well up to the tg of such 
service as they Will be called upon to 
perform. 

Immediately upon the receipt of his 
orders, Capt. Steere wired the adjutant- 
general for permission to subsist his 
men from today until the time of their 
arrival in San Francisco, and the re- 
quest was granted at once. The mili- 
tary service of the members of the 
battery will therefore begin this morn- 
ing at 9 o’clock, at which time all of 
them have been ordered to report at the 
Armory. They will remain there during 
the day, and will pass the time in 
drilling. Adjt.-Gen. Barrett also 
granted a request that the men be al- 
lowed to carry small satchels in which 
to carry their personal effects. This 
was made necessary by the fact that 
they have no military equipment what-

It d ‘Been announced that the cars 
would be stopped during the time that 
the column was, moving, but there 


‘seemed/‘to be little effort to prevent the 


¢ars’ running. - The police, however, 
did all.they could... They stopped the 
cars at the corners as ordered, and 
were met with the answer that the cars 
were carrying the United States mail. 
This caused the release of the cars, 
and several more would soon arrive on 
which there was no mail. These would 
be stopped, but soon another mail car 
would come behind all the rest, and a 
demand would be made that the police 
raise the blockade. Rather than run 
the risk.of trouble this demand was ac- 
ceded to, and the result was that some 
of the cars on Main street ran as usual. 

“There was much complaint among the 
men at the kind of cars furnished for 
their transportation to San Francisco. 
Some of them were ordinary day 
coaches, and the men did not object to 
these, but others were old third-class 
tourist sleepers with hard board seats 
and windows which could be only half 
opened. More than one company had 
to unpack its baggage to secure blan- 
kets for the men to spread over the 
seats. 

Several of the companies, instead of 
having each man take a day’s rations 
in his haversack, purchased with 
money from the company funds enough 
food to last the entire company a day 
or more, and served it on the train. 

is greatly reduced the load the men 
had to carry and secured for them 
sufficient food without makin it 
necessary for them to borrow Fretn 
their fellow-members. 

The requests for souvenirs which the 
boys made of the young ladies in the 
crowd at the depot were numerous, and 
some of them unexpected. One of the 
members of the Riverside company 
asked every lady who passed the win- 
dow at which he was stationed for a 
hatpin. Nothing was too good for the 
soldier, and so many pins were given 
him that his cap was literally cov- 
ered with them. When he counted 
them just before the train left it was 
found that he had secured 192. 

Another member of the same com- 
pany, seeing the success of the man 
who was gathering -the hatpins, sta- 
tioned himself on the opposite side of 
the coach and asked.every lady whose 
attention he could attract for a hair- 
pin. They were showered upon him. 
He secured metal pins, bone pins, cellu- 
loid pins and even side combs, but 
what he intends to do with them no 
one knows. When one of the ladies 
asked him his intentions in that direc- 
tion, he replied that he had left a 
mother, three aunts and thirteen sis- 
7 at home, and they needed the 
pins. 

There were some expressions of sur- 
prise that the band did not accom- 
pany the regiment. Several members 
of the band desired to go, but of the 
twenty-four members there were so 
many who either had large families or 
were barred out by the age limit that 
it was found impossible for. the entire 
band.to go. When this became known 
there was a scramble among the band 
members to enlist in the companies as 
privates. Bob Burns of the fire depart- 
ment, who has been -acting as Chief 
Moore’s secretary for a year or more, 
succeeded in being included. He was 
fortunate enough to secure the ap- 
pointment of musician, and left with 
the regiment on less than twelve hours’ 
notice. 

So eager were some of the young 
men of this city to join the regiment 
that three of them climbed into the 
officers’ Pullman after the train had 
started, and, finding Col. Berry, begged 
him to take them. He could do noth- 
ing, however, and they had to leave 
the train at the first crossing. 

Insurance agents were very much in 
evidence at the Armory from the time 
the orders came until the regiment 
moved, They did a good business, for 
some of the officers and men took out 
good-sized policies. 

When the parade started it was 
headed by a detail of mounted police. 
The crowd was so large and took up 
so much of the street that Capt. Rob- 
erts, who was in command of the po- 
lice, was compelled to use the mounted 
officers to keep the people from crowd- 


ing into the column and breaking up 


the formation. 

There were 1090 men on the train 
which bore the troops north yesterday, 
about the same number to each full 
regiment when the defenders of the 
nation drilled and were organized, un- 
der the old Hardee tactics and regula- 
tions. Uhniless the quota is increased 
above what was ordered, at least sixty 
of these men will return to their homes 
after the doctors of the medical exam- 
ining board get through with them, for 
each of the twelve companies took five 
extra men with them for just such an 
emergency.

McKinley’s career as a soldier, 
Col. Otis said: “I say what I know 
when I declare that William McKin- 
ley is a patriot and is worthy of the 
confidence of his countrymen. Have 
faith in the President and Congress 
and the nation, and you will not be 
mistaken.”” Loud applause greeted the 
closing words. 

Frank Radamacher was then intro- 
duced as a man who has been around 
boiler-rooms many years of his life.

Bradstreet’s Weekly Review. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGIT KEVORT.] 
NEW YORK, May 6.—Bradstrect’s tomer- 

row will sav: 

*“Evidenc:s accumulate that the corner has 
finally been turned in the trad» s tuaiion, 
and that circumstances which have hitherto 
been regarded as disqu‘eting bave besun t» 
give way to more cheerful condit:ons, or are 
beginning to be recognized in a truer and 
more reasonable light. While it is claimed, 


and perhaps with justice in many cass. 
that the changes. yet. note] are largely 
sentimental, and little that is tangible ts 
to be cited in the direction of improve- 
ment, it is not to be forgotten that tne 
dullness and even aepression tuiing for 


some time past was likewise largely senti- 
mental, and it is now beginning to te ad- 
mitted by many that it had been even less 
of a basis to rest upon than the present un- 
mistakable signs of improvement. A new 
sense of national str.ngth and cnergy seems 
unquisticnably to have developed since the 
news of the American victory at Manila, and 
the business community would appear to 
have come to the conclusion that the pos- 
sible effects of the present war have been 
already well d sconnted, 

“Among the more favorable features of 
the week have been the slightly easier tone 
in the money market and a little more dispo- 
sition on the part of financial institutions to 
accommodate legitimate demands of trade. 
Another has been the very general feeling, 
recogniticn of the critical position of wheat 
supplies in the lowering, or the suspension 
entirely, of import wheat dut‘es, notably in 
Italy, France and Spain, and reflected in 
advances proporticnate to the ..noport duty 
reduction in these countries. Prices, both at 
the seaboard and at the interior, have 
broken all records for many years past, 
while the esgerness of fcre'gn buyers to take 
hold at the advances furnishes testimony 
to the fact that the present wheat corner 
is not due entirely to the fear of interrup- 
tion in supplies, nor yet to the successful 
projection of a wheat corner, but to a con- 
siderable extent to fore'gn. reecgnition of 
the fact that the world’s wheat stocks to- 
day are smaller than they have been for 
many years past, and that some time must 
@lapse befcre the admittedly gcod world’s 
wheat crop prospects find expression in new 


supplies 
‘Of considerable importance in the de- 
termination of actually stimulating busi- 


ness in some lines are the large orders re- 
ceived for equipment and supplies of all 
sorts fer military use, notably in the lines 
ef cotton and woolen goods, shoes, projectiles 
and ammuniticn of various sorts. 

“It, of course, will be useless to deny 


that there are some unfavorable features 
in view, notably in the cotton and wool in- 
dustries. In the former, print cloths have

NEW YORK, May. 6.—There were striking 
elements of strength in today’s stock market, 
notwithstanding the fact that most of che 
day’s changes are on the side of the losers, 
The bull sentiment had several severe draw- 
backs to contend with, and the selling pres- 
sure on the market was at times very heavy. 
Again and again the buying was sufficient to 
overcome all obstacles and to absorb all of- 
carry:ng prices upward on a large 
scale. 

It was not until the final hour that the 
market rallied sufficiently to the burden of 
liquidation and yielded satisfactory gains, 
and established losses ranging up to 2 wer 
cent. in some of the industrials in sympathy 
with the general depression in that market. 
Although prices of international stocks had 
declined in some cases to nearly a point be- 
low last night's New York closing, there 
was sufficient demand to overcome the 
greater part of London's declines. By estab- 
lishing a range of prices here above the 
London parity, arbitrage selling was made 
profitable and inviting. The selling for Lon- 
don account was the heaviest for many 
weeks and was estimated at 50,000 shares, at 
least. The dragging tendency of this selling 
was costly, principally in the international 
stocks, during the morning, but the balance 
of the Lst showed a disposition to forge 
ahead on its own act. Some of the spe- 
cialties were conspicuously strong, notably 
Tobacco. 

The market showed a tendency later in the 
day to rally strongly on a report that the 
cable communication had been established 
with Manila and Commodore Dewey. The 
capture of the steamer Lafayette under the 
French flag assumed growing importance in 
the eyes of traders, and during the last 
hours induced selling to realize, and the 
dealing of shorts by bears which carried 
prices to the lowest of the day at the close, 
when the selling movement was still act- 
tvely in force. 

The bong market showed the effect of sell- 
ing for London account in some of the spec- 
ulative issues, as did the stock market. 
Otherwise the tone was strong and prices 
are generally higher.

DRAMATIC SCENE UPON THE PRE- 
SENTATION OF A FLAG, 


Mid the Cheers of Thousands, a 
Deluge of Flowers, and the 
Tears of Their Friends, Co. L 
Marched Away to the Front. 


SANTA ANA, May 6.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence. ] Orange County justy feels 
proud of her gallant Co. L, which has joined 
its regiment has gone north, and this feeling 
was shown by the farewell demonstration 
given the company by her citizens at Santa 
Ana this morning. Capt. Finley ana his 
brave fellows marched to the depot to mar- 
tial music amid a shower of flowers, lusty 
cheers, wishes of Godspeed and tears of 
loving affection; through ranks of school 
children, who showered bouquets upon them 
and waved flags as they passed, and the 
Knights of Pythias, with presented swords, 
as well as patriotic Ladies of the G.A.R. and 
W.R.C., who remembered, some of them, 
the time when soldiers marched away who 
never came back during the dark days of 
the rebellion. Tears ran down the cheeks of 
many of them as they waved good-by to the 
body of men which passed between their two 
lines this morning. At the end of the for- 
mation was a long double line of veterans, 
some of whom had worn the blue and others 
the gray, but lined up together and un- 
covered as the younger blood passed between 
their ranks. ‘hey, too, remembered the 
time of battle, and many tears giistened 
under gray eye lashes, and quivering voices 
shouted “‘good-by, boys!’’ while the sides of 
the streets along which they passed were 
lined with citizens, a crowd of between four 
and five thousand assembling to see them 
off; and as the train which carried them 
pulled out form the depot, cheer after cheer 
followed it until it faded out of sight. 

As the company assembled at the Armory 
at 5:30 o'clock this morning it was greeted 
with the booming of the fire company’s can- 
non and the shrieking of whistles. Even 
at that early hour rigs full of people were 
pouring in from adjoining towns to see the 
soldier boys off. Roll call at a few minutes 
after 6 o'clock was responded to by every 
member. 

The formation of the parade was com- 
menced at 6:30 o'clock by the school children 
assembling on West street, from where they 
marched to Fourth in columns of fours, 
opening ranks between Main and Sycamore 
for the company to pass through. The G. 
A.R., W.R.C ana ladies of the G.A.R. formed 
into line in front o fthe G.A.K. Hall oa 
West Fourth street, with the Uniform Rank 
of the Knights of Pythias between them and 
the school children, the Knights and echool 
children falling into line after the com- 
pany had ed between their open ranks. 
The Santa Ana aBnd led the procession and 
the Orange Band preceded the company. 

In front of the G.A.R. Hall the company 
was halted, where the flag purchased by 
Orange county citizens was presented by 
County cJudge J. W. Ballard, who in fitting 
words commended the members for their act 
in so nobly respondnig to the call of their 
country, praying that the God of Battles 
would watch over them should the company 
be ordered into line of battle, and then 
placing the flag in their care and keeping.

SAN DIEGO COUNTY. 
EBANKS SENTENCED TO HANG MAY 
TWENTY-SEVENTH. 


County Treasurer Thompson RKe- 
signs—Battery D to Be Reeruited 
to Its Fall War Strength, Enlist- 
ment Rells Open—Minute Men 
Organizing. 


SAN DIEGO, May 6.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] Joseph Japhet Ebanks is again in 
the city. But he will not stay long. He ar- 
rived by steamer with Deputy Sher-ff Jen- 
nings on cne side and Deputy Sheriff Ward 
on the other, and with gyves upon his 
wrists. If his papers can be prepared in 
time he will depart in the mists this even- 
ing on the Santa Rosa, bound for San Quen- 
tin and the gallows. He has been sentenced 
ta die May 27. 

Ebanks, for the third time, was taken 
before Judge Torrance today for his sen- 
tence of death. Judge Pierce was the first 
magistrate to sentence him and Judge Tor- 
rance has now performed the unpleasant 
duty three times. This morning the double 
murderer was brought before Judge Tor- 
rance. BPbanks is in good physical condi- 
tion. Nothing bothers him. He grinned at 
the Judge and slouched into his old seat, be- 
come familiar by frequent sentences to 
death. He leered at the Judge when asked 
if he had anything to say, and shook his 

end. 

Judge Terrance then imposed upon Ebanks 
the sentence that he be executed at San 
Quentin prison three weeks from today, May 
27. The ceremony was impressive to all ex- 
cept Ebanks. The gentle murderer smiled 
when lead away, and joked with his cap- 
tors, but his villainous little black’ eyes 
glanced like a snake's here and there, look- 
ing for the ghost of a show to escape. 

Ebanks can whine religion and carve his 
victim at the same time. He is burly in 
form, of massive strength. Following the 
Sheriff meekly, he might easily have struck 
him with his handcuffs and felled» him. but 
Billy Ward, the alert deputy, followed be- 
hind, with his gun quite handy. Ebanks is 
afraid of Ward, who was the man to capture 
him in the wilds of the Barnardo River after 
the murder. So he walked submissively 
back to his cell and toward his doom. 

There is said to be no earthly chance for 
Ebanks now, so far as human foresight can 
perceive, Every artifice and technicality 
has been utilized to save his neck. He is 
longer from the crime to the gallows than 
was Durrant. The United States Supreme 
Court has had his case, the State Supreme 
Court has passed upon it twice, and the 
Superior Court half a dozen times. 

THOMPSON RESIGNS. 

J. 8. Callen, counsel for Cafjfnty Treasurer 
Thompson, handed in the following to the 
Supervisors yesterday:

‘To the Honorable, the Board of Supervisors 
of San Diego county, Cal.—Gentlemen: By 
reason of the fact that several of my bonds- 
men for large amounts have removed from 
the State, become insolvent, or fur other 
reasons are regarded insufficient, necessitcat- 
ing the burdensome task of obtaining addi- 
tional sureties under conditions as unfavor- 
able as the responsibility of the office is 
great, I deem it advisable to, and do hereby, 
tender my resignation as County Treasurer 
of San Diego “gy C California, to take ef- 
fect at once, if it be your pleasure.

THE WHOLE BUSINESS PORTION OF 
RANDSBURG BURNED. 


Express and Telegraph Offices, Hotel 
and Theater Razed—Will Be Re- 
bullt —Imporsible to Estimate 
the Damage—Mies Griffin Seri- 
ously Burned—No Fatalitics.

RANDSBURG, May 6.—[Exclusive Dits- 
patch.) Another terrible fire in Randsburg 
neary wiped out all the remaining part of 
the town, and not a building is left from 
the corner of Staly avenue clear up Butte 
avenue to the Russ House on the ather side, 
and but four buildings are Ieft on the south 
side of Broadway and three on the north. 

The fire started in George Clutter’s r.sl- 
dence Butte avenue, about 3 p.m., and was 
well under way before the alarm was given. 
A strong wind was blowing from the west 
right up the atreet. 

In an_incredibly short t'me it spread both 
ways, crossing. the street and taking the Ex- 
press and Telegraph office, together with tho 
bank, which ony moved in yesterday 

It crossed over Broadway, taking all on 
that side. It then raged flercely up the ave- 
nue on both sides, making the heat so in- 
tense that no one could go near it. On the 
south side of the street Ords hardware 
store was the last building burn: d, while Oa 
the other it stopped at the Kuss House. 

Several part.es were hurt; Miss Griffin was 
very seriousiy burned, and h:r life is douot- 
ful. Her clothing caught fire and she Was 
terribly burned acout the iace. 

The business loss is enormous. But ones 
general store is left in the place, and t e 
is a general feeling of despondency. The 
principal losers are the Orpheus Theater, 
Anderron’s store, the San Jorquin Supply 
Company, Jo Endle’s saloon, the Occidental 
Hotel, the Phiilips House, the Randsburg 
Lumber Company, which is still burning to- 
night; Jones's dry goods store, Miller's drug 
Store, the Louquet saioun, McPherson's 
saloon, the French restaurant and saloon, 
Col. Hafford’s place, the livery stable, two 
laundries, Varney’s wutcher shoo, Desert 
Queen saloon, Lee's shoe store, Pcol's black- 
smith shop, >the Orpheus Restaurant, Los 
Angeles Hotel, Mansion Hcuse, II nke's sec- 
ond-hand store and Dineen'’s general store. 
Anderson had a heavy stock, and had just 
moved into his supposedly fireproof tuild- 
ing.

ent, and tonight every unburned house in 
town is crowded. There will b> no suffering, 
but the loss is terrible.

The fire wes finally stcpped by the free use 
of dynamite, blowing up small buildings. 
Men are on guard to save what remains of 
the town.

He is Sending Hundreds of Pounds 
of Printed Matter Through the 
Mails to Swell the Southern Pa- 
cific’s Compensation from the 
Government, 


Officers of the Postoffice Department 
are making investigations with. refer- 
ence to certain matter recently pass- 
ing through the mails in this part of 
the State. The present volume of mails 
carried by the transportation com- 
panies is of importance, now that the 
weighing season is on, for the com- 
panies are paid during a long period 
according to the quantity of mail car- 
ried during the weighing season, 

It is known that unusually large 
quantities of mail matter have passed 
through this city within the past month 
in course of transmission, but as to 
what the matter was or who sent it, the 
local authorities are reticent. 

Col. Charles Rager came from Wash- 
ington, D. C., a short time ago and is 
in charge of the weighing of the mails, 
which has been going on for nearly a 
month. It is understood that he is also 
authorized to investigate any suspicious 
circumstances attending the transmis- 
sion of the mails. 

Within the past week three bluky 
packages of mail matter have been re- 
ceived in San Pedro. The matter was 
franked by Congressman Barlow and 
sent to the three newspaper offices. The 
matter weighed approximately 300 
pounds and was made up of government 
documents. One pouch of matter in- 
cluded the following: Report of the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture for the year 1889, 
two copies; same report for 1891, one 
copy: same for 1892 five copies; same 
for 1893, three copies; “Messages and 
Documents” for the year 1895-96, four 
copies; same for 1893-94, two copies, 
“Special Report on Sheep Industry,” 
bearing date of 1892, one copy; part I, 
census of 1890, seven very heavy copies. 
Besides these there is the “Second An- 
nual Reporty of the Commissioner of 
Labor.” bearing the by-gone date of 
1886. This bewhiskered document bears 
“Wash- 
ington, Government Printing Office, 
1887.’ 

Inquiry yesterday at Santa Monica 
and Long Beach failed to discover that 
there had recently been any large re- 
ceipts of government documents at 


those places. 
What explanation Representative 
Barlow can make of the seemingly 


strange situation remains to be seen.

He was ass sted by 
Jean de Chauvenet as pianist, and by 
a quartette of local singers, who fur- 
nished music to accompany the presen- 
tation of the historical and patriotic 
scenes thrown on the canvas by the 
stereopticon in the second part of the 
programme. 

Mr. Carrington introduced his won- 
derful feats of drumming during part 
first cf the programme, which was 
opened at 8:30 o'clock by Jean de Chau- 


venet in three numbers upon. the 
piano, “The Loreley” (Seeling,) grand 
fantasia, “Impromptu” (Chopin;) se- 


lection brilliante, 
( Bartlett.) 
Mr. Carrington then appeared with 


“Polka de Concert” 


his drum, the head covered with a 
handkerchief, and did some truly re- 
markable playing, tossing first one 
drumstick in the air and then the 
other, and catching them to make the 
taps without. losing any time: then 


both sticks were tossed at once, thrown 
under his leg and caught, and, in fact, 
used in every conceivable way to the 
wonder and delight of the veteran 
drummers of the Thirteenth Army 
Corps, Who occupied seats in the front 
row. On being recalled he gave what 
he called a_ solo, “The Science of 
Drumming.” in which were jllustrated 
the long roll, the seven-stroke roll, the 
eight-stroke roll, introducing the 
“tlam,”’ the ‘“‘flAam-a-diddle” and the 
‘“flam-a-diddle-diddle;" also the single 
drag and the double drag. “And when 
you have learned all these,” he said, 


“vou can do it as well as anybody.” 


Mr. Carrington’s exhibition of. drum.- 
ming is the feature of the entertain- 
ment; in fact, is about all there is to it. 

Part second consisted of a series of 
stereopticon views representing scenes 
in our country’s history from the time 
of the sailing of Columbus to and in- 
cluding the civil war. The views are 
fine, are thrown upon a canvass 22 feet 
in height, and are of great variety and 
fine coloring. 

There will be a matinée this after- 
noon, designed especially for the chil- 
dren. Robinson Crusoe will be illus- 
trated by seventeen views, and follow- 
ing this will be a series of twelve 
moving pictures illustrating the revo- 
lution cf the planets and their satellites. 
The admission will be 10 and 15 cents. 
Those paying 15 cents are assured that 
5 cents of the sum will be devoted to 
building a battleship to replace the 
Maine. 

The entertainment this evening will 
consist of a musical programme and a 
series of views of the battle of Shiloh 
with a description by Mr. Carrington, 
who participated as a drummer boy of 
12, in that memorable fight. 

Three cheers and a tiger were given 
with a will for Old Glory when it was 
thrown upon the canvass.
